Due to budget constraints, the State cannot offer free yard debris collection and
disposal services for Japanese beetle (JB) in 2023. To help stop the spread of Japanese
beetle, please dispose of yard debris from the treatment area within Washington County.

YARD DEBRIS DISPOSAL UPDATE

Since 2017, a quarantine against the Japanese beetle has been in place in
Oregon. During that time, the State has provided yard debris collection and
disposal services to the public in quarantined areas free of charge. Due to
recent budget constraints, the Oregon Department of Agriculture (ODA) will
be pausing the free yard debris collection and disposal services until
further notice. Instead, ODA is prioritizing its trapping and pesticide
applications in infested areas. Best Buy in Town may continue to receive your
yard debris materials, but the drop service is no longer free at this time. An
